RENO, Nev. Sept —While many 
cities have reported a decline in bual- 
ness volume this year, prosperous little 
Reno hag no'hing to complain about— 
the diverce market be , above par 

Divores in the principal industry 
here, bringing approximately 3 million 
dollars annually Into local trade chan- 
nels and, as the Reno chamber of 
commerce freely admits, that is a lot 
of money for a city of less than 18,000 
population. 

E. H. Beemer, Washoe county clerk, 
said Saturday there were 2,106 divorce 
actions here in 1929 and that he anti- 
cipated an increase when the 1930 
count is completed la'¢ in the year. 

Three Monihs Residence 

A person coming to Nevada fo un- 
tangle @ matrimonial tangle must live 
within the state for three months be- 
fore filing for a divorcee. The average 
filin fee is $50. these fees totaling 
$105,300 last year ; 

The filing fee is & small part of di- 
vorce expense, however.

‘The only way to reach the finer feelings of any self-willed 
and howling brat is with the business end of a hairbrush or a similar in- 
strument of grace, and if you don't believe it just try it on your Susie or 
Johnnie the next time she or he gets into a tantrum or refuses to obey, and 
note results, 


The thing that is the matter with the present generation is that it is 
the offspring of weak-armed mothers who had not the grit to enforce 
their authority by force when it was necessary, but who tried to per- 
suade their children into walking the straight and narrow way instead 
of batting them into it. For children are not amenable to ethical argu- 
ments, but they respect force. You may talk your tongue off to a young- 
ster trying to convince it of the beauty of righteousness and it will do no 
good; but if it knows that it will get a good spanking if it doesn't behave 
itself, it will be a model of all the infantile virtues.

<d to harshness toward children than I am, but I think the greatest 


disciplined and uncontrolled .“Train up a child in the way he should grow 
and when he is old he will not depart from it,” said the wisest man that 
ever lived. And he also gave us the recipe for this the use of the rod. 


As my correspondent states, if the parents had done their duty in the 
spanking line, it would not be necessary for husbands to resort to such 
drastic measures, as hers has done to correct her faults. 

Whether it is desirable that a husband should spank his wife when she 
acts like a spoiled child, I shall not presume to say, but I will say that I 


have seen many cases where I have thought it was needed and where I have |

I am glad to comply with this re- 
quest by sugesting a set of exercises 
| which I feel is exactly what this read- 
er and every other average girl or wo- 
man will be glad to have. If milady 
will spend from ten to twenty minutes 
every night and morning on such ex- 
ercises as the following she will have 


no difficulty in retaining a supple, 


| graceful body. 

(1) Lie on your back or the floor, 
raise both legs to a vertical position. 
Now rotate your legs forward alter- 
nately as though you were walking 
upstairs rapidly. 
thirty times. 

(2) Stand erect, with feet apart and 
hands on hips. Slowly twist the trunk 
as far to the right as possible, keeping 
the body stationary from the waist 


down, Twist to the left and right al- | 


ternately ten to twenty times. Vary 
this 
| and forward as far as possible with- 
| out bending the knees and without 
straining. 

(3) Lie on the floor face downward, 
arms folded at the waist behind. Slow- 
ly raise head and trunk upward and | 
arch the back slightly. F«peat five to 
ten times. | 

(4) Stand erect, with toe pointed 
forward and outward, the heel of one | 
foot against the instep of the other. | 
Extend arms at shoulder level. Slowly | 

| flex the knees, keeping the back} 
straight, Straighten the knees, Repeat 
ten to twenty times, | 
| (5) Stand erect with feet slightly | 
apart and parallel, Holding the knees 
| stiff and abdomen in, bend forward | 
and touch the toes. Repeat ten to 
fifty times during the day. | 
(6) Stand alternately on each foot; 
swing the free limb pendulum fash- | 
fon from hips, each time allowing 
it to go as far forward and back-| 
ward as possible. Repeat ten to twenty 
times with right and left limb 
Those who have not been exercising 
regularly should not try to do all 
these exercises at first. Five minutes 
in the morning will be quite suffi- 
cient as a start. Then if there is any 
stiffness or soreness of the muscles 
| as a result of the exercises this can be 
| greatly relieved by massaging with

Milking short- 
horn bulls were also in demand, al- 
though not to such an extent as the 
red polled breed.

Edmonton's first victim of infan- 
tile paralysis during the current 
season, on Thursday afternoon, was 
Pronounced out of danger and as 
having made 2 complete recovery. 

Physicians in charge attribute this 
to a prompt diagnosis and admin- 
istration of the convalescent serum. 

Speaking on Thursday afternoon, 
Dr. Morton Hall, physician to the 
family of the patient, stated that 
the case was one of the most dang- 
erous that had come within his 
knowledge. Paralysis affected the 
whole system from top of head to 
toe. Even the brain was affected. 
| The patient had been talking to 
| the parents apparently in perfect 
| health and within an hour was 
| stricken and overcome completely. 

Four doses of the serum were 
given within 24 hours and the 
patient is now recovered. 

Dr. Hall stated that the fact that 
the serum had such a beneficial 
effect when administered so soon 
| after diagnosis must be very reas- 
suring to parents of children af-

WINNIPEG, Sept. 4. Wheat's 
downward trend continued on today's 
market with the October future slip- 
Ping back to 81% cents to establish 
not only a new jow level in the life 
of the option, but to reach the lowest 
point at which it has traded since 
1914, when it touched 80 cents, The 
market came back slightly from its 
bottom level to close 4 to 8 cent 
lower for the day. 

Further hedging by elevator firms 
caused by heavy deliveries of the new 
crop, depressed values. Support came 
from spreaders between Chicago and 
Winnipeg markets and in the last 
hour lifted prices fractionally. Export 
business, estimated at 500,000 bushels 
in Manitobas, failed to impress trad- 
ers. 

Cash wheat demand improved and 
considerable business was done in 
higher grade stocks. Coarse grains 
held firm in light trading with the ex- 
ception of rye, which declined In sym- 
pathy with wheat,
